Welcome back! With the start of a new academic year, it is time, 
once again, to be reminded of our agreement with the Brentwood 
community to minimize the impact of increased traffic flow in the 
neighborhood. WHEN COMING UP THE HILL TO THE CHALON CAMPUS, TAKE 
THE NORMAN PLACE ROUTE TO THE COLLEGE OR CARONDELET; GOING DOWN 
THE HILL, TAKE BUNDY. THIS REQUIRES THAT YOU MAKE A RIGHT TURN 
AS YOU LEAVE THE COLLEGE. 

Several persistent neighbors are especially disgruntled about the 
truck and delivery traffic connected with work on the Coe library 
at Chalon, so I appreciate your continued courtesy and" 
cooperation with regard to our routine traffic flow. 

Also, at the end of the last semester we received a number of 
complaints about cars driving in the neighborhood at unsafe, 
excessive speeds. You should be aware that police officers are 
being regularly summoned to the area by residents concerned about 
speeding. Let's make sure that Mount St. Mary's staff and 
students are not the unhappy recipients of speeding tickets.

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U.S. News and World Report 
Ranking Changes 

Yes, our ranking did change in the U.S. News 
and World Report magazine annual survey 
(9/26/94). The magazine uses the Carnegie Classi- 
fication system ( a hierarchy of colleges and 
universities grouped according to such attributes 
as size, location, types and numbers of degrees 
awarded, etc.) as the basis for their survey. 

Carnegie announced a new classification 
system last spring, and dozens of institutions were 
affected. Mount St. Mary's was moved out of the 
category of "regional liberal arts college," where 
we have been ranked among the top ten for the last 
several years, to the category of "regional 
university." The change in category was made by 
the Carnegie Commission based primarily on the 
increase in the number of graduate degrees MSMC 
awards each year. 

This means we are now competing with 
universities that are generally larger and more 
heavily endowed than MSMC; therefore, we did 
not appear in the top listings in the new category. 

The good news is that we were considered for 
the magazine's new "Best Buys" ranking (10/3/94) 
because we still fall into the top 20 percent of that 
new and more competitive field of regional uni- 
versities. When researchers weighed both quality 
and cost, MSMC was named #9 among the top 
ten Western regional universities in the U.S. 
News and World Report list of "Best Buys."

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U.S. News and World Report 
Ranking Changes 

Yes, our ranking did change in the U.S. News 
and World Report magazine annual survey 
(9/26/94). The magazine uses the Carnegie Classi- 
fication system ( a hierarchy of colleges and 
universities grouped according to such attributes 
as size, location, types and numbers of degrees 
awarded, etc.) as the basis for their survey. 

Carnegie announced a new classification 
system last spring, and dozens of institutions were 
affected. Mount St. Mary's was moved out of the 
category of "regional liberal arts college," where 
we have been ranked among the top ten for the last 
several years, to the category of "regional 
university." The change in category was made by 
the Carnegie Commission based primarily on the 
increase in the number of graduate degrees MSMC 
awards each year. 

This means we are now competing with 
universities that are generally larger and more 
heavily endowed than MSMC; therefore, we did 
not appear in the top listings in the new category. 

The good news is that we were considered for 
the magazine's new "Best Buys" ranking (10/3/94) 
because we still fall into the top 20 percent of that 
new and more competitive field of regional uni- 
versities. When researchers weighed both quality 
and cost, MSMC was named #9 among the top 
ten Western regional universities in the U.S. 
News and World Report list of "Best Buys."

It's Lent! For Christians, Lent is the time for renewing commitment to baptismal vows and to living as 
followers of Christ From the beginning of Christianity, Lent has been marked by (1) Fasting, (2) Prayer 
and (3) Almsgiving. Try to find new meaning in these ancient observances by: 

• Watching carefully what you eat, and eating no more than necessary. The Church asks that we abstain 
from meat at least on Fridays, and that on Ash Wednesday and Good Friday, we eat no more than one 
simple meal, with nutritious snacks taken as necessary. But each of us can usefully consider the 
spirituality of our eating habits, trying to eat in a way which is nourishing to our bodies and souls, and 
in a way which cultivates care for the earth, gratitude, and appreciation for the gifts of the earth, 
awareness of our dependence on God, and solidarity with those who are hungry. 

• Joining in Sunday Mass (6:00 pm), Monday or Tuesday reflection groups (7-8:00 pm in Hannon 
Parlor), Stations of the Cross (Fridays at Noon in the Circle), the Rosary (Mondays at noon in the 
Chapel) or finding time to pray alone or with your friends each day. 

• "Almsgiving" refers to giving to the poor. This could be the giving of material items, of money, or, 
perhaps more importantly, of your time. 

Maybe this is the time to clean out your closet and donate what you do not need to the St. Joseph Center. 
Or perhaps you'd like to donate food or money for helping to feed the homeless on Sundays. Your old 
(clean) nylon stockings can be used in a Calcutta center for the treatment of leprosy to help keep the 
bandages of homeless lepers in place. You can leave any of these items with Campus Ministry. You can 
help make sandwiches for the homeless on Sundays at 4:30 pm in the Campus Center kitchen, or help to 
distribute them after Mass (around 7:00 pm). You can visit Sisters in the Carondelet Center or join in the 
activities scheduled for them by students. You can write an Amnesty International letter helping someone 
who is in danger of torture or execution. You can help in the religious education of developmentally 
disabled children on Saturday mornings at St. Martin de Tours. Call the Campus Ministry office. The 
possibilities are endless. The important thing is to do something. 

Lent began as the time of preparing Catechumens for Baptism at Easter. Today it continues as the 
intensive period of spiritual preparation for those who are to be fully initiated into the Church at Easter 
time. Although she was baptized as a Catholic, Lovella Carrido had little further contact with the Church 
until she came to the Mount. On Sunday, April 23, at the 6:00 pm Mass, after preparing for two years, 
Lovella will be fully initiated as a Catholic Christian. With everyone else, she will renew her baptismal 
vows, and then she will be confirmed and brought to the altar to celebrate the Eucharist with us for the 
first time. This Sunday, March 5, Lovella will participate in the Rite of Election, in which the bishop will 
affirm the decision of our community that God is calling Lovella to life as a Christian, and will lead the 
Archdiocese in praying for her and all of the candidates and catechumanes (now called "Elect") who will 
be initiated this Easter. 

But what if you want to grow spiritually but are not comfortable with organized religion? 

This Thursday, March 9, a new group known as the "Seekers" will begin meeting in the Casa from 7:00 
to 8:00 pm. This is especially designed for people who wish to continue to grow spiritually despite 
discomfort with religious structures or language. If you are interested in such a group, you are welcome 
just to come on the 9th, or contact Pauline Fletcher in the Campus Ministry Office.

Last Monday, March 20, Student Affairs sponsored a 
Women's History Month Election in honor of 75 years of 
women's suffrage. Many of you took advantage of these 
voting rights, and here are the results: 

1 . The federal government should pay for termination of 
pregnancies for poor women. 

45% said yes 
55% said no 

Comments : Some thought that a federally funded termina- 
tion of a pregnancy was okay only if it was medically 
necessary or if it was not used for sterilization purposes. 

2. A man who is convicted of murdering his wife, live-in 
companion or girlfriend should be executed. 

45% said yes 
55% said no 

3. A woman who is convicted of murdering her husband, 
live-in companion, or boyfriend should be executed. 

36% said yes 
64% said no 

Comments : The punishment depeded on what the time 
was (for both sides), but most suggested that rehabilita- 
tion would be better than execution. 

4. The federal government should provide pre-natal care 
to poor women who do not have health care coverage. 

95% said yes 
5% said no 

5. Women have the right to terminate their pregnancy: 

13% said only in the case of rape. 
25% said only if the life of the mother is endan- 
gered by the pregnancy. 
53% said Unconditionally yes. 
8% said Unconditionally no. 

6. Women should be given paid maternity leaves of up to 
three months: 

4% said in the public sector. 
5% said in the private sector. 
89% said both public and private sector. 
3% said never. 
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7. Men should be given paid paternity leaves up to 
three months: 

1% said in the public sector. 

5% said in the private sector. 
70% said in both public and private sector. 
24% said never. 

8. A man who batters his wife, live-in companion, 
or girlfriend should be sentenced to a mandatory jail 
term for: 

3% said a 24 hour "chill out" period. 
15% said for 30 days. 
18% said for six months. 
64% said for one year or more. 

Comments : Counseling or rehabilitation while jailed 
was suggested. 

9. The California Civil Rights Initiative (CCRI), 
which repeals affirmative action for women and mi- 
norities, would remove ethnic antagonism in Califor- 
nia. 

8% said highly likely 

9% said likely 
28% said somewhat likely 
49% said not at all 

10. Affirmative action is still necessary today: 

5% said for women 

2% said for minorities. 
77% said for both women and minorities. 
20% said not at all.
